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FREE SYMPOSIUM ON CONTEMPORARY PHOTOGRAPHY AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART, 

SATURDAY, NOVEMBER 18 

What is contemporary photography, and where is it going? On Saturday, 

November 18 at 1 p.m., a free symposium at The Cleveland Museum of Art entitled 
Contemporary Photography: Present and Future will attempt to answer those 
and other questions about the photographer’s art. 

Taking part in the symposium, offered in conjunction with the exhibition 
Mirrors and Windows: American Photography Since 1960 , will be William Larson, 

Nathan Lyons, and William Parker. The panel will be moderated by Tom Hinson, 
associate curator of Modem Art at the Museum. 

William Larson is a photographer and teacher. He is associate professor 
and chairman of the Department of Photography at the Tyler School of Art of 
Temple University. The author of numerous books and articles, he has taught 
and lectured extensively on photography. Larson received a bachelor’s degree 
in art from the State University of New York at Buffalo with work at the 
University of Siena in Italy and his master’s degree in photography from the 
Institute of Design at the Illinois Institute of Technology where he studied 
under Aaron Siskind and Wynn Bullock. 

Nathan Lyons is director of the Visual Studies Workshop in Rochester and 
the Program in Photographic Studies for the State University of New York at Buffalo 
where he is a professor in the Department of Art. He holds a bachelor’s degree from 
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Alfred University and is a noted photographer and curator of exhibitions. 

A writer and lecturer on photography, he has been deeply involved in public 
arts programs in New York State. Previously he was associate director and 
curator of photography at Eastman House. 

William Parker is a professor of art at the University of Connecticut 
and holds a bachelor's degree in design and a Master of Fine Arts from the 
University of Florida. Both a painter and a photographer, he has curated 
exhibitions and written and lectured widely on photography. 

The free symposium, designed to further broaden people's knowledge and 
awareness of contemporary photography, will begin at 1 p.m. and conclude 
around 4 p.m. Members of the audience will be encouraged to ask questions, 
and a free reception will be held following the symposium. 

Mirrors and Windows: American Photography Since 1960 is organized by 
the Museum of Modern Art, New York, with generous support from Philip Morris 
Incorporated and the National Endowment for the Arts in Washington, D.C.
